lie staled ihu (he niurriaye was soon to have 
taken place, and the id.:u that a stulden ipiar- 
rel, a-t ^u^geit^;d by the phiiulilV, while ihey 
rode along in lively humor, could not have 
ended in such a tragic;*! and dreadful way. — 
The murderer MWSt bo looked for ol her wise ! 
Wero there no motive which could lead any 
per SOU to do the deed ? Had she never giv- 
en mortal offence lo any young man /* Lovers 
rejected are more likely to be enemies to a maid- 
en lhaii a lover accepted — a husband betroth- 
ed and on the eve of married Had the de- 
ceased Miss Deerfield olVeuded any one f 
Voting men of honor and right feeling do not 
harbor malice because A young gill expressed 
Insp choice of another. Ilut there are un- 
priueipkd and heady young fellows who .hate 
where before they admired! The reeordi of 
criminal courts contain many reports of dials 
where lovers rejected have in tQYmi«v taken 
the life of the rejector of their suit, especially 
when an'-lher has been preferred. The 

circumslau'es coin-cted With the* late murder 
shovra that il was a two-fold muider intention. 
It look? like a discarded lover's vengeance, for 
he first attempted the life of her woev, and 
I lien destroyed her ! Who in this community 
was likely, from what is known of his tintoce- 
denls, lo have been a revenged lover t Who 
has been heard to use vindicative language 
against bulb lite deceased and the prisoner at 
the bar ! Who is well known lo have been 
rejected by her, und also to have been long 
mi enemy to the defendant — -nay, once altemp- 

led I*'* life ? 1 tee lhat some eye turn to- 
wards by triend, JN1 r. Jtasset, but public opin- 
ion, as well as his examination before a jus- 
tice, has showed lhat he had no part in ibis 
deed. (Glances, not a few were also directed 
towards . Cameron, who was in court.) JJut 
he would bring forward his testiinony,and keep 
them no longer in suspense. 

Tho counsel for I he defendant then called in 
succession four wjttmises, young men, all of 
whom testified that ol various limes, aod more 
titan once Ihey had heard Watkins Cameron 
otter oaths, when in his cups, against : Fan! 



Handolph and Knlhcriuo Deerfield. Oho les- 
lified that ho honed somd good hall would go 
through his head before he married her I An- 
other testified that he said that he would rath- 
cr roe her drowned in Ihc Ked .Sea before 
she ; should marry a man lhat ho hated as he 
did Paul Handolph. A third testified thai one 
day he was in Cameron's shop, nnd . saw him 
running bullets, as ho said, to kill dear ; bul 
taking up one of IhcboMels tint had burned 
him, he showed it (o witness and said , " Tha t 
he would be a happy man to see (hat bullet go 
through Paul Hamlolph's heart!" A fourth, 
among other testimony gave evidence' that he 
was having liis horse shod one day by Camer- 
on, when Air. Oeerfield and his daughter rode 
past. " There. goes a girl I willeiihcr marry 
or murder !" said Cameron who was. ihen 
somewhat under ihe inf]<ioncc of lupior. 

The eyes of the court were by this time fix- 
ed upon the young blacksmith, who sat wilh a 
stem (aw and iron, brow not moving a m<K< 
cle, clmVavoMtig lo appear wholly unconcioui 
nnd indifferent. But a volcano of roge burned 
be i) calh his bosom. 

This testimony, however, did not weigh ag- 
ainst the fact tint I'nnl was last seen with her 
and thai blood was on liis hand. My testi- 
mony was at length called for, and under oatti 
I |;ave a detailed account of I he events of the 
lii/ht passed by me at CameroiiS house. I 
was closely ami liercly cros'#-'picstioncd, bul 
lb.: tetlimony remiined (he same, Tho court 
and audience al the conclusion of it were evi- 
dently as clearly convinced of the guilt of 

Cameron as I had been from Ihe hour I heard 
of lhat night's d'jed of blood. Paul's friend t 
began to smile on him as a central reaction ol 
opinion was rapidly taking place in the court- 
mom, when Cameron ro*e, and in the most 
viole ul and mdcsciihablc manner, denied all I 
had >aid, with terrible oaths and execrations, 
and was hegmuing-to charge mo with not hav- 
ing reached his house unlil after the slonn.and 
thai if Paul Kamlolph was not (her murderer 
of lllc girl 1 was. 

At hii^th lln: co.nl compelled him to be 
.-.i lm t and &il down ; but he hod to be held in 
Ins bt>al by Iwo noilslablflS, as he foamed and 
w hilled like a chained ti^i'-r t and swore he 
would have my blood and the life of every 
witness who had testified agnilfel him. 

A complete revolution was now effected. 
Hut, though suspicion hud now u new object, 
yet the |jiisonev had not been able to piove 
Ins innocence. The sdongest eflarh were 
made by ihc attorney for ihe prosecution, as if 
his own honor and credit depended on hanging 
lite prisoner at (he bar,lo lurn the lide 
anninsl Paul. The court seemed lo be dirt*' 
din» and hc*ilati>i£, when ihe counsel for (he 
prisoner called up another witness it was 

liassett, the trndor. lie (eilinod that nfier 
leaving the blacksmith*?, shop, on being refused 
shelter, and being soon nflcnvard oveit-jken 
by the two Iravelleis, they rode on rapidly, 
together, pulling their horses to a canter to 
gtl sheltur from Ihe storm as soon as could 
be. About a mile before reaching DecrfiohTs 
house, lie said thai seeing something whiteish 
on the black ground of the prairie, he 
thought it looked like a dollar, and Mopped 
and got down to see. But it was a piece of 
paper, ami as fao thought it might be a bank- 
note — lie could not well see — he put it into 
his waistcoat pocket to examine it when he 
rJinutdget lo a liglll, for he never passed any 
pieces of paper without looking at them. — 
(Here ihere was a slight smile observed on 
ihe face of some who knew the trader's par- 
simony and love for money.) 

'• I wan not a minute behind my compan- 
ions j nay, as was proved before at Ihe justi- 
ces court, one of litem slopped with me to 
sec what 'I got down for. Tho nejl morning 
I had forgotten the paper, and thought no 
more of it Unlil I heard that a murder had 
been committed on ihe prairie. This remind- 
ed me of whit I picked up, and looking at it 
t saw lhat it was crumpled and burnt with 
powder, and was a piece of an almanac. Il 
also bad a part of a name on it." 

Here a visible start made by Cameron 
tliew the eyes of many towards him, and they 
saw lhat ho was as pale as death* ' 

" I showed ihe paper lo no one but wen! 
with it direct to ihc COUsel, who ( learned had 
been engaged by the prisoner at the bar, and 
placed it in his hand, as I thought it might 
lead to the discovery of the person who fired 
the shot. Upon going with the lawyer to 
the place where I picked it up, I found Hi it 
il was where Paul Randolph had said he had 
been shot. After Consulting with the lawyer 
and sheriff we look an opportunity when we 
knew Cameron was iu lowo, to ride out lo 
his house, for Ihe words vri'ten on the piece 
of wadding were "mkuo.w" This was, of 
course, »uide enough for our surmises. We 
entered Ihc house und found hanging above his 
matiltepiecc, an almanac, on the back ' of 
which wan written " WATKIXs'Ca," and 
putting the pieces together sve found lhat Ihey 
matched perfectly, both as to the written and 
the printed parts, which bad been torn. There 
was aUo another portion lorn oul of the almon- 
ac of which Wfi knew nothing of!" 

A murmur, mingled with excitement now 
ran through llm court room. There was nol 

a human eye lhat Cameron was not the abhor- 
rent object 'f. lie hung his head with all his 
bravery j and when Paul's counselling from 
his pocket-book the torn almanac, and held il 
up and placcil Ihe piece where it bclonged,tbe 
excitement m Ihe courl-rooin was so groat 

that ihe sheriff had to aid Ihe bench in calling 

the multitude to order. 

It was now objected thai though It could be 
proven that it uai Cameron who fired al and 
wounded Handolph, this was an old feud, and 
could have nothing to do with Ihc death of the 
young girl ; lhat her murder was quite anoth- 
er ami distinct affair, and was not of neces- 
sity committed of one who fired at Paul K?-fc»4 
dojpb. This argument, lios/over ws tilenctd 
by the .production of of Dr, . Charles- M— ■ 
as a witness fpr iho defendant,. His ttsti- 
fWny was that he extracted tho ball, which 



had been proved (o fit Cameron's bullet-mould 
exactly, (And here tho bullet was exhibited 
to Ihc court, nnd shown to fit tho m° u, d-) I" 
opposition to this evidence it was suggested by 
ihc prosecuting attorney that another person 
might hato got possession of ono of those 
bullets; that a bullet from Cameron's bullet- 
mould, might have biien fired from Iho prison- 
er's gun. . * .•''.■ "'' 

But the council for ihc prisoner was pot 
yet defeated. The coroner was called by him 
to Ihe stand and testified that he had taken 
from the dress near (he wound, tho wadding 
of the gun , and lint he had kept it as likely 
to be of used in the trial j thai ho had not seen 
the torn almanac, and that it proved to bo 
the other part which had been torn off. Here 
ihc wadding was produced. It fitted the sec- 
ond pa^c ol the almanac teller |6 letter I 

« What need of further wilncs? P 1 cried the 
council fop Ihc prisoner. And turning to llic 
jury he said: " Li tho prisoner at the bar 
guilty or not guilty !M m . /. > '- 

Before the courl could interpose lo check 
Ibis irregularity,' the jury rose and shouted: 

•«i^ot guilty I" 

" Nat V* cried people, with loud enthusi- 
ast; mid while BOine rushed towards Paul, who 
was almost overcome "wilh" surprise and joy, 
others made a leap towards Watkins Ca mer- 
er On, who was desperately trying lo reach an 
open window to make his escape. ', 

In vain the call of tho court lo order! In 
sain the struggles of the blacksmith ! He was 
seized by a dozen infuriated hands, and cries 
of " Lynch him! hang-hirn to the next tree !'* 
rang through Ihc court house. 

In a moment he wasrilraggcd oul through the 
front door, followed by half the people, 
whose rage and vengeance were as irrcsislable 
as a stormy sea breaking its bounds. Paul's 
fiiends gathered about him with the deepest 



joy. The court xvas broken up rather linn 
adjourned, for a* few moments congratulations, 
mingled wilh execrations against Cameron, 
prevailed. 

Suddenly Ihere was cry outside thai they 
were hanging iho blacksmith ! A rush Was 
made for the door! The judge shouted for 
order, and to the sheriff and officers to arrest 
the iiiriii, and hold him In custody for a fair 
trial. Bul it was no use, their voice might as 
well be thrown at Ihe ears of a whirlwind ! 
In an incredible short space of lime the mob, 
consisting mostly of young men, excited by 
ungovernable rage, had taken a rope from a 
horse tied by il to a tree and slipped it in a 
noose around the wretched man's neck, who 
implored, and begged and entreated, nnd finally 
shrieked for mercy. Heedless of his ciics and 
(errors, they knew neither mercy nor compas- 
sion. . . 

, "You would have hanged Paul Randolph, 
you double assasiiu !" cried ono* " Hang now 
yourself!'* 

" You showed no mercy to her ! You have 
none from us ! All ready there, men V* cried 

another. 

" All rcajly I" was the response from a 

dozen. 

« Up with him, then,?' 

In an instant he was raised off the ground 
ground by the line, strongly run within the 
hands of some of Ins executioners, and his cries 
for mercy — for lime to say a prayer — were 
suffocated in his throat. A loud shout of re- 
venge accompanied filled Ihe air as he s*vuug 
between earlli and hearen. Tn a few moments 
ihe body ceased to struggle, and' hung dead 
from the limb. 

Leaving the blackened corpse to sizing in 
the night wind, the crowd escorted Paul to 
his house wilh mad /ejoieings. ' ' 

Thus terminated one of the most extraor- 
dinary trials, and the most fearful tragedy, that 
the southwest country Ins known. It accur- 
red years ago, and illustrates a ca^.e of circum- 
slan'iat evidence such as seldom occurs in the 
history of criminal trials. The proceedings in 
ihe courts of Ihe day were not marked exactly 
wilh the regularity of progress and order of 
taking evidence which would have pleased 
Chief Justice Hale; but these things are now 
improved ami ihe courts of this region are at 
the present time conducted hy the same lules 
that distinguish those in the older portion ofthc 
States, Union -Lync hing is also abated, and 
thoiity of Ihe lair is everywhere respected 
and recognized u • ■
